ftom the state capitol concerning the 
deplorable condition of the Girls' In- 
dustrial 
home 
at 
Delaware 
has 


aroused Judge Ashman of this county 
and the members of the local board 
of visitors to such an extent that the 
local board will make a trip to both 
the Girls' Home at Delaware and the 
Boys' Industrial home at Lancaster, 
probably the latter part of this week. 


It is asserted by a Columbus news- 


paper reporter, who made a personal 
visit to the Delaware home* that at 
the Detention, department where the 
girls are held for a brief period when 
first received at the Home, he found 
36 girls sleeping in 12 single beds; 
that the bathroom was used as a pan- 
try and that the bath tub was even 
used as a refrigerator for butter, milk 
etc., and that the lack of sanitary and 
moral care was most-shocking.

Irig arraignment is made that some 
of the girls have been taken from 
homes that are far better morally and 
every other way than the state insti- 
tution, which is supposed to correct 
and better their condition.

If con- 
ditions are as they are painted, it is 
a state disgrace and Coshoctbn will 
be proud of her part of helping clean 
up that situation. 


The local board members are very 


much in earnest and if conditions are 
as represented, they may insist that 
the Coshocton inmates be taken away 
from the surroundings and brought 
home, at least till conditions are bet- 
tered.

OVER STORMY SEA 


Makes Start From Deck

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 15. — The first 


successful flight from the deck of a 
naval vessel was made when Eugene 
B. Ely was started in his Curtlss 
biplane from a temporary launching 
platform 
on 
the forward deck of 


the scout cruiser Birmingham, which 
was anchored in Hampton nosds, off 
Old 
Point 
Comfort. 
After 
many 


hours 
of 
preparation 
Ely 
finally 


climbed into his machine. He had 
been delayed for several hours by 
flurries of hail and rain. Finally his 
machine was started down the plat- 
form, which was inclined at an angle 
of about 45 degrees. 


The wheels to the tip of his pro- 


peller Just barely touched the water. 
He succeeded in righting the ma- 
chine and It darted upward 
fily 


rose to 100 feet and flew about five 
miles toward Willoughby Spilt, just 
opposite Old Point Comfort, whftj 
he landed safely. During the flight a 
biting wind and rain prevailed, which 
prevented the aviator from identify- 
ing the landmarks. 


It was Ely's original intention to 


fly from the deck of thj Birmingham 
to the Norfolk navy yard, but he 
was prevented by the adverse weath- 
er conditions. As his machine touch- 
ed the water the spray fljw into his 
goggles, almost blinding him, which 
prevented him from continuing the 
flight to the navy yard. His propel- 
ler blade was slightly chipped by 
contact wJtli the water. 


Washington, Nov. 15. — In his an- 


nuaUreport to. the war: department, 
Colonel E. Mi Weaver, chief of th« 
militia division, blames labor unions 
for "one of the most 
regrettable 


conditions 
existing

relation to militia affairs." 


The unions, Colonel Weaver says, 
are well known to be unsympathetic- 
ally disposed toward the organized 
militia. 


"In many cases," says tho report, 


"the sentiment extends to the limit 
of actual hostility and debarment. of 
members of 
the 
organized militia 


from membership in the unions. 
It 


is almost hopeless to expect any re- 
lief from these conditions by the en- 
actment of state laws or any laws 
that would seek to restrain the labor 
unions 
from 
their unfriendly atti- 


tude. The most serious effect, is per- 
haps that It operates to prevent many 
good men from becoming ' members 
of militia organizations. 
It Is not 


apparent what steps can be taken to 
remedy the difficulty. The proaching 
of patriotism, 
It is 
believed, will 


have no effect. 
Urging the fact that 


the organized militia has for its sole 
object the maintenance of law and 
order has already failed to have any 
influence 
on 
the 
attitude of the 


unions." 


Only' One Solution Advanced. 


Colonel Weaver has heard of only 


one real practical solution of the 
question. This is the organization of 
a sort of state police like the state 
constabulary cf Pennsylvania. Such i 
men can operate over an entire state 
and act in conjunction with local po- ] 
lice or constabulary in case of emer- 
gency. 
They, 
instead 
of 
militia, 


would be used In case of strikes, and 
the militia would be reserved partic- 
ularly for national defense." 


"If the example of Pennsylvania 


were followed by other states." says 
Colonel Weaver, "it is believed the 
labor union would come.to look upon 
the, militia as a force for national de- 
fense rather than as a state police 
force, and in ooiirse of time their op- 
position 
to 
the 
organized 
militia 


would disappear." 


The colonel further urges that a 


national reserve of 100,000 should be 
organized.
